The British have destroyed Fort Aka- 
bah in Arabia, the Russians invaded Asia 
Minor, and an Anglo-French fleet is bom- 
barding the forts of the Dardanelles. 

Now that Turkey has aligned itself 
among the nations at war, speculation is 
rife regarding what the other Balkan 
powers will do. 

Greece is said to be preparing to take 
sides with the allies, while Bulgaria has 
given assurances of its neutrality. 

Bulgaria, however, is mobilizing, for, 
as a Bulgarian diplomat said, “ with Tur- 
key in the area of the war, Bulgaria must 
be prepared for any eventualities.”’

‘TOKIO, Nov. 4.—In a statement issued 
here today the navy department says it 
believed that the Germans at Tsing-Tau 
have sunk the Austrian cruiser Kaiserin 
Elizabeth, which took refuge in that har- 
bor soon after Japan declared war on 
Germany. It is also thought the Ger- 
mans have destroyed the floating docks. 


Vancouver Fears No Raid. 

Vancouver, B. C., Nov. 4.—No appre- 
hension is felt here of a raid on Victoria 
and Vancouver by the German warships 
which seored a victory over the British 
squadron in the South Pacific on Sun- 
day. 

Besides the Japanese cruiser Idzumo, 
the British cruisers Newcastle and Swift- 
sure, as well as the Canadian crulser 
Rainbow, are attached to the Esquimalt 
station. 

There are at least two Japanese war- 
ships off Honolulu and the great Japa- 
sese battle cruiser Kongo, which has a 
battery of 14 inch gune aboard, is re- 
ported to be between the Golden Gate and 
Honolulu.

British Tet to Be Heard. 

SANTIAGO, Chile, Nov. 4.—No word 
came today from the British ships that 
engaged the German squadron off Coro- 
nel op Sunday and the British side of the 
story ie yet to be told.

LONDON, Nov. 4— The German army, 
which for weeks has been trying to drive 
Its way along the sea coast to Calais and 
Dunkirk, has retired. A great force is 
hammering at the allied lines near Ypres 
and is reported to be adwancing. 

This condition of affairs on the extreme 
left wing of the allies’ army is shown in 
the official reports from Paris and Ber- 
lin. The German statement adds that 
the forces of the kaiser are progressing 
to the north of Arras and to the east of 
Soissons. 

Berlin also reports that the offensive 
taken by the French troops south of the 
great fortress of Verdun and in the 
Vosges mountains has been checked, re- 
peated attacks having failed. 


Belgians Report on Gains. 

The retirement of the Germans along 
the sea coast is reported In an official re- 
pert sent to the Belgian ministry of war 
frcm Furnes, on the Belgian coast, half 
way between Dunkirk and Ostend. ft 
says: 

“ Detachments of allied troops, which 

today pushed ahead as far as Lombaert- 
zyde, on the Yser below Schoorbakke. 
failed to discover any of theenemy. Only 
small detachments of artillery still re- 
main in the direction of Westende and to 
the north and east of Schoorbakke. Small 
portions of the enemy’s rear guard are 
still holding several bridges and farm- 
houses on the left bank of the river near 
Stuyvenkenskerke. 
An almost unbroken column of the 
enemy, composed of all arms, and extend- 
ing from Leke to Thourout, has marched 
in an easterly direction. No forces of 
the enemy of any importance are re- 
ported east of the Yser, but several supply 
trains have proceeded from Thourout in 
the direction of Roulers and Deynze on 
the Lys.” 

The sound of cannon has been distinct- 
ly heard at Ghent,“ the Amsterdam cor- 
respondent of the Central News tele- 
graphs, and there is every indication 
that the Germans are retiring on the 
whole front from Bruges to Thielt, fifteen 
miles southeast of Bruges.” 


French Official Statement. 
The French war office's official an- 
nouncement follows: 

The Germans occupy on the left bank 
of the Yser nothing more than the head 
of a bridge, half way between Dixmude 
and Nieuport. They have abandoned, in 
addition to prisoners and wounded men, 
a considerable quantity of war material, 
inoluding artillery. 

Between Dixmude and the Lys the al- 
lied forces have made perceptible prog- 
ress. 

Between the Lys and the region of 
Arras there has been cannonading and 
minor engagements. 

Between Arras and the Oise we have 

made an advance to the east of Le Ques- 
noy-en-Santerre, as far as the heights of 
Parvillers. 
“On the center, the German attack 
which developed on the right bank of the 
Aisne in the region of Vailley and which 
resulted in our losing the first slopes to 
the north Valley and to the north of 
Craonne, was not continued yesterday. 
A counter attack by our forces brought 
again into our possession a portion of 
the lost ground.” 


Germans Have 500,000 Men. 
From the coast to Lille, a comparatively 
short battle line, the Germans have eleven 
army corps, rough 500,000 men. That 
the allies have been throwing fresh forces 
into Belgium is indicated in today’s of- 
ficial account from the British front, 
which speaks of both forces from home 
and Indian troops in that area of hos. 
tilities, and adds: 

“ Reinforcements of every description 
have been sent to meet the threatened at- 
tack.”’ 

This of course refers to attacks along 
the Yser, which have now come to an end, 
with the reeuit against the invaders. But, 
looking ahead, the same condition will 
apply generally to the operations south of 
Ypres.

ESIDES Capt. Christian Hore- 
Ruthven of the Black Watch, who 
after winning the Distinguished 
Service order in the Boer war has 
now fallen in battle with the Ger- 

mans in France, old Lord Ruthven has 
his two other sons at the front, the mas- 
ter of Ruthven, colonel of the Scots 
guards, who received the Distinguished 
Service order in the South African war, 
and Maj. the Hon. Alexander Hore-Ruth- 
ven, who won the Victoria cross in the 
Soudan under Lord Kitchener, 

The name and title of Lord Ruthven 
are familiar to all students of Scottish 
history. The third Lord Ruthven [the 
name is pronounced as if spelled Rivven] 
was the principal actor in the murder of 
Rizzio, the troubadour favorite of Mary, 
Queen of Scots, in the palace of Holyrood 
at Edinburgh. 

His successor, the fourth lord, was the 
hero of the historic raid of Ruthven, 
which aimed at the kidnaping of her son.

The department is aware of the nuisance 
which exists at this place, and on June 1 en- 
tered suit againat the owner for the meirte. 
nance of the nuisance and for failure to comply 
with the orders which the wvepgarimen. u.u 
served on the owner from time to time to abate 
same. The suit came to trial on Oct. 14, just 
four months and a half after request to enter 
suit had been made, and the owner was fined 
$10 and costs. A motion te vacate judgment 
was then made on behalf of the defendant, and 
on Oct. 28 this motion was overruled. There 
the matter rests. The department of health 
has inspected and reinspected the premieces in 
question, has brought sult, and has had the 
defendant fined, but the nuisance still exists, 
All we can do now is to follow the same method 
of procedure again, inepect, serve notice, bring 
suit if the notice is not complied with, wait 
several months for the suit to come to trial, 
and yet the nuisance is unabated. This case 
is a fair example of the impotency of the health 
department in obtaining compliance with the 
orders which it issues. The law as it stands 
renders much of the work of the department 
ineffective, because it fails to give the depart- 
ment the necessary machinery for enforcing 
its orders or summarily abating a nuisance at 
the expense of the owner of the premises where 
it may be maintained.

Six Hundred Feeders Isolated, 

The herd of 600 feeders among which 
cases of infection were found were shut 
off from the rest of the cattle at the south- 
ern end of the yards and three of the 
stricken animals were killed last night. A 
ditch 135 feet long. twelve feet wide, and 
‘eight feet deep has been dug opposite 
Forty-fifth street. and as soon as the in- 
fected animals are appraised they will be 
killed and thrown into the trench. 

The eleven cows which were exhibited 
at the National Dairy show, some of them, 
Holafeins worth thousands of dollars, will 
be appraised today. Then they will be 
killed. Under the law the state and fed- 
eral governments jointly reimburse the 
stock owners for the animals killed. Their 
stalis were lined with cotton batting 
soaked in mercury bichloride and the 
hoofs of other valuable cows which were 
in the livestock pavilion, some of them 
Worth $25,000 apiece. were wrapped in

22 Cases in Lake County. 

Twenty-two cases were discovered at 
Gurnee in Lake county, and 200 dairy 
cattle which had been exposed to the dis- 
ease were placed under strict quaran- 
tine.

Government Explains Action.

New York, Michigan, 
Maryland, Illinois, 
indiana, Pennsylvania. 

In addition to these, restrictions have 
been placed upon interstate shipments 
from Ohio, although no cases have as yet 
been found in that state. There is reason 
to fear, however, that infected stock may 
have been sent into Ohio. If this is found 
not to have been the case, the embargo 
will be lifted. 


“This outbreak, which is the first in 
the United States since 1908, is regarded 
as the most serious of any that the 
United States has yet experienced. Not 
only has it already spread over an exten- 
sive area, but its virulence sems to be 
above the average. Vigofous measures 
will be necessary to stamp it out. The 
cost of suppressing the last outbreak, in 
1908, was estimated at $299,112. In addi- | 
tion, the los sto dairy and stock raisers 
was heavy.

United States Senator James H. Brady,

In almost 
every instance shippers represented by 
city, mate, and national organizations 
nave filed vigorous protests with the com- 
mission and have been granted suspen- 
gions, pending an investigation. Rail- 
road officials estimate that their revenue 


will be increased another $15,000,000 an- | 


pually if they are successful in the com- 


mission hearings. 
All Changes Affect Chicago. 

All the changes affect Chicago as well 
gs the other shipping centers of the mid- 
western section of the country. Many of 
them are directed at terminal services 
and so only touch the larger shipping 
centers. 

The tunnel and lighterage charges are 
peculiarly Chicago questions. Since 1911 
the railroads entering the Chicago dis- 
trict have absorbed these charges and 
there has been no cost to the shipper. 
The tunnels aggregate seventy-eight 

| miles in length and 20 per cent of the 
freight of the Chicago district is handled 
through them. The railroads propose to 
charge the shippers for these services in 
the future. The commission has suspend- 
ed the tariffs. 

The railroads have also canceled their 
arrangements with industrial roads and 
have published a schedule of Scents a ton 
with a minimum of $2.50 a car on all cars 
placed on private sidings. There have 
been no spotting charges in the past 
and it is estimated that the railroads will 
get $900,000 annually from this increase 
from Chicago alone, as 90 per cent of the 
care are taken from private sidings, The 

handle 375,000 cars a month 
from sidings in Chicago. 

“Trap Service“ Cost Increased. 

New charges also have been filed for 
jess than carload trap car service, which 
has been free in the past. The roads in 
the central freight association propose 
to charge 4 cents a hundred pounds with 
euinimum of 10,000 pounds. or $4 a car, 
while the railways in the trunk line terri- 
tory in the east will charge 2 cents a hun- 
dred pounds with a minimum charge of $2 
per car.. The National Industrial Traffic 
league has joined with the Chicago As- 
sociation of Commerce in opposing these 
advances. 

Increases ranging from 10 to 40 per cent 
on dressed meats, live stock, and pack- 
ing house products are being prepared by 
the railroads running east to the Atlantic 
seaboard. The present rate on dressed 
beef between Chicago and New York is 
cents a hundred pounds on a minimum 
carload weight of 20,000 pounds. 


Higher Charges on Meats. 

The new filings will advance the charge 
to 8 cents and increase the minimum 
carload weight to 21,000 pounds. Packing 
house products generally will be in- 
creased from 30 to 33 cents a hundred 
pounds and similar advances will be made 
in live cattle, hogs, sheep, and calves. 

The grain rates have been increased 1 
cent a hundred pounds from Chicago 
eastward. The interstate commerce 
commission is now considering a suspen- 
sion of the charges, which have been pro- 
tested by farmers, shippers, and millers 
of the middle west. The increases were 
to become effective Jan. 1 next. 

The plan also includes the abolish- 
ment of the duftnage allowance, which the 
interstate commerce commission has sus- 
lained. Another proposition is to charge

Chief Wants to Avoid Criticism by

The tenure of employment of civil serv- 
ice employés in the postoffice inspection 
division of Uncle Sam’s mail service will 
not be affected by the order sent out re- 
questing all postoffice inspectors to sup- 
ply the department with information re- 
garding their political aMliations, accord- 
ing to information received last evening 
from Washington. 


No employé’s tenure ig likely to be af- 
fected by our inquiry and the answers 
concerning his politics,’ said Chief Post- 
office Inspector Johnston in Washington. 
“We frequently are called upon to in- 
vestigate matters involving politics and 
it is desirable that where two inspectors 
are detailed on a case one be a Demo- 
crat and the other a Republican. In fact, 
such an arrangement is almost necessary 
to avoid criticism. Thus it becomes the 
more efficient and valuable.”

WAR SEES BIG CHANGE. 


Imports Were $20,000,000 Ahead 
in August. 


Washington, D. O., Nov. 4--Commerce 
department officials estimated tonight 
that October's export balance in favor 
of American trade would amount to 90 
000,000. 

That would be an increase of $44,000,000 
over September’s balance, indicating the 
tremendous extent of the trade pendu- 
lum's swing since the first month of the 
war. In August the value of imports 
exceeded exports by $20,000,000, but as the 
sea highways were cleared and war be- 
gan to make its demands on American 
milla and granaries, there was an imme- 
diate change. 


Based on Chief Ports. 
The department officials based thetr 
estimates of October's exports on reports 


which handle about 80 per cent of the 
country’s Exports from those 
points for amounted to 8108, 0, - 
000, while the imports—about 85 per cent 
of the A merican total—were $119, 170,000. 

Figures for the first three days of the 
month were estimated. The rapidity of 
the exports’ growth during the month is 
shown by the weekly figures. For the 
week of Oct. 4-10 the exports were $84,890,- 
900. In the following week they decreased 
by $6,000,000, but in the third week they 
jumped to more than $38,000,000 and in the 
last week of the month they reached a 
fotal of $45,900,000. 


October Exceeds May. 
“The ten ports under consideration,” 
said the department's statement, thus 
show an export balance of about $48,000,- 
000, while the business at the remaining 
ports of the country will probably bring 
the total export balance to 500, 000, 000.

CONTAGION CURB 


Physicians Say Hospital Ac- 
commodations in City 
Are Insufficient. 


‘TALK TO BUSINESS MEN 


An appeal for more contagious hoapita! 
accommodations was made before the 
Association of Commerce yesterday by 
physicians from the Chicago Medical go- 
ciety. The doctors spoke at the luncheon 
at the Hotel La Salle. 

The members of the medical society as 
sorted accommodations are entirely ineuf- 
ficient, causing a large number of cases of 
contagious disease to pass by without be- 
ing reported to the health commissioner 
for quarantine. 

Some time ago, Dr. Noble M. Dber- 
hart said, “ we wrote to twenty-two hos- 
pitals in the city asking them about ac- 
commodations for patients with conta- 
gious diseases. Fifteen of them replied 
expressing regret at the lack of facilities 
in Chicago for caring for that kind of 
patients. 


40,000 Contagious Cases Yearly. 

“ BDleven thought that better arrange- 
mente should be made at the county hos- 
‘pital. There are more than 40,000 conta- 
| gious disease victime in the city every 
year. Only about 10 per cent of that 
number are sent to hospitals 
| Dr. Martin M. Ritter, chairman of the 
| propaganda committee of the medical so- 
|elety, said the city and county institu- 
| tions where these diseases were taken 
| were filled, and that a political “ pull” 
| was necessary to get patients into the in- 
| gtitutions.

Washington, D. C., Nov. (Mal N. F. | 
McClure, commanding the squadron of 
the Fifth cavalry now on its way from 
Chicago to Fort Smith, Ark., to keep 
order in the Hartford valley strike zone, 
has been directed to issue a proclama- 
| tion reciting the purpose of the placing 

of the troops there. 

| The proclamation differs from that is- 
sued by the president for the Colorado 
strike. 

In that case the troops were called into 
service at the request of the governor of 
the state to preserve order. 

In the Arkansas case the troops are to 
be used solely for supporting officers of 
the United States courts in exercising 
their functions. 


President Issues Warning. 

These facts are recited in the procilama- 
tion which concludes with a warning to 
all persons to maintain order and avoid 
any obstruction to the administration of 
justice or interference with the mine 
properties which are being operated 
under orders of the courts. 

The proclamation says that violators 
of this proclamation cannot be regarded 
otherwise than as public enemies. 


Citizens Must Guard Actions. 

“ Troops employed against such com- 
binations and assemblages of persona,” 
the proclamation says, “ will act with 
all the moderation and forbearance con- 
sistent with the accomplishment of their 
duty in the premises, but all citizens must 
realize that if they mingle with or be- 
come a part of such riotous assemblages 
there will be no opportunity for discrim- 
ination in the methods employed in deal- 
ing with such assemblages. 

“The only safe course, therefore, for 
those not intentionally participating in 
such unlawful procedure is to abide at 
their homes, or, at least, not to go or re-

STATE ASSUMES CHARGE. 


Zion City has a new overlord.

the autocratic rule of his successor, WII 
bur Glenn Voliva, has been undisputed. 
But yesterday a new dictator assumed 

the direction of affairs in the person of a 
square jawed medical inspector of the 
state board of health. He was Dr. C. E. 
Crawford. 

For two weeks the authorities of Zion 
City, under the direction of Overseer 
Voliva, had attempted to stamp out an 
epidemic of smallpox. Their regulations 
were useless, for the disease spread, until 
there were nearly fifty cases in the city. 


Stormy Scene Ensues. 

The state board of health delivered its 
ultimatum on Tuesday. A stormy scene 
ensued between Overseer Voliv Dr. 
Crawford. Grumbling and Hy the 
overseer consented to allow the state au- 
thorities to take chargé of the situation. 
His only proviso was that not more than 
two outsiders be allowed to have a hand 
in the city’s affairs. 

The first act of the new overlord was 
to authorize the mayor of the city, W. 
Hurd Clendinen, to issue a proclamation 
instituting a rigid quarantine on the 
premises of all persons afflicted with 
smallpox. He then swore in six deputy 
inspectors to assist him in maintaining 
the quarantine. 


Exposed Persons Quarantined. 

The proclamation makes it the duty of 
all persons having knowledge of suspi- 
cious cases to report them at once. All 
persons afflicted must be taken to the 
abandoned schoolhouse used as an isola- 
tion hospital. All persons exposed will be 
quarantined for twenty days. All public 
gatherings are prohibited, there must be 
no canvassing from house to house, and 
all children under 16 years of age must 
remain at home. Violations are punish- 
able by heavy fine or imprisonment. 

The provision against public meetings is 
expected to interfere with the weekly re- 
ligious meetings of the followers of Zion. 
Numerous social affairs planned by the 
young people of the town have been aban- 
doned under protest. 


Workers Are Vaccinated, 
The workers in the Zion lace industries, 
the Natoinal Office Supply company, and 
F. B. Cook & Co.’s electrical works, ag- 
gregating nearly 1,000, are being vac- 
cinated, provided they are willing. The 
religious tenets of the Zionites oppose 
vaccination, and such workers as refuse 
are not forced to submit to the operation. 
A few of the followers of Voliva have 
been vaccinated, despite the threat of ex- 
communication issued recently. The dis- 
covery that one of the more prominent 
citizens of the town had been secretly vac- 
cinated was made when an acquaintance 


happened to slap him on the left arm in 
a friendly way. The Zionite could not 
restrain a loud expression of “ Ouch.” 


Proclamations Posted. 

The prociamations of the new quaran- 
tine have been plastered over the glaring 
red posters issued? by Voliva attacking 
“doctors, drugs, and devils,” and the 
practice of vaccination. 

Dr. Crawford hopes to have the epidemic 
well in hand within two weeks.

The @etection of murder in London, 
England, io nearly 100 per cent efficient. 
according to a letter from Capt. Arthur 
J. St. Joh of the Penal Reform League 
of London received by Judge Gemmill of 
the Municipal court yesterday. 

With a population of 7,758,060, there 
were forty-five cases of murder and man- 
slaughter in 1018. There was ae one of 
the twenty-one murders in whichthe per- 
petrator was not apprehended. Nine of 
the murderers committed suicide; twelve 
were brougtt to trial, and ail convicted. 
Five were found to be insane, and the re- 
maining seven were sentenced to death.

When we went around reading to the 
blind,” she said, we found that the 
young people were not reading cheerful 
literature. The books they were absorb- 
ing through their fingers were fit only 
for people of another worldé—not live boys 
and girls. 

“ But this wae not the only @iscovery we 
made. We found that blind people did not 
want free Thanksgiving dinners and ex- 
tremely disliked wearing old clothes. 
What they wanted was a chance to sell 
their wares and work. This we Jewish 
women were determined that the biind 
should have.”

The conference of Jewish Women's er- 
ganizations has published a catalogue 
listing the articles made by the 2,000 
blind persons and the approximate prices 
of each article. These catalogueg will be 
distributed in women’s clubs. Speakers 
will try to get the members of the clubs 
to give the preference to the blind is 
placing orders for articles which they can 
make.

VOTE ON COAST INDICATES 
BOXING WILL BE KILLED. 


San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 4.—{Special.}—The 
fate of the boxing game in California hangs 
on a thread. It isn’t likely that the result 
will be definitely known for several days, until 
the complete vote can be totaled, but at preeent 
the vote shows a tendency in favor of prohib- 
iting the game. A vote teken in 474 precincts 
in CahHfornia, numdering some of the San Fran- 
cisco precincts, shows as follows: 

In favor of prohibiting boxing, 10,208; against 
the prohibitionof boxing, 9,001. 

This is a decided leaning toward the anti- 
fight bill, and if the vote continues in the 
same ratio the sport undoubtedly will 
squeiched in the state, except for bona fide 
four round amateur bouts. Loe Angeles, as 
had been expected, voted in favor of the bil! 
and against boxing. 

San Francisco so far as the vote has been 
received has been rather a disappointment to 
the supporters of boxing, in that while there 
is a majority in favor of continuing the game 
it te by no means strong enough to offset the 
unfavorable vote that is anticipated from the 
country districts. Such country districte as 
have been heard fron: are evidently against 
the boxing game. For instance, eighteen pre- 
cincts in Marin county report as fol'ows: For 
the anti-fight bill. 1.217; against the bill and 
to continue boxing, 1,002. Only a majority is 
needed to make this measure a law.
